Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 


In  accordance  with  the  directions  of  the  Minister  of 
Health,.  I have  pleasure  in  submitting  .my  Annual  Report 
for  1950. 

The  comunity  maintained  a high  standard  of  health, 
and  there  was  no  unusual  increase  in  the  incidence  of 
infectious  disease  during  the  year. 

An  outbreak  of  food  poisoning  gave  cause  for  alarm. 

The  department  succeeded  in  gaining  early  control  of  the 
outbreak  and  a full  revort  of  the  incident  and  the  number  of 
cases  arising  therefrom  is  .set  out  in  the  attached  report  on 
page  10. 

The  legitimate  Birth  Rate  shov/s  a slight  reduction,  and 
the  illegitimate  Birth  Rate  a slight  increase. 

The  total  number  of  Deaths  shows  a slight  increase  and 
the  chief  cause  of  death  continues  to  be  'Heart  Disease' , 
There  were  no  Deaths  from  Puerperal  Causes, 

The  National  Health  Service  Act,  1946,  which  has  now 
been  in  operation  for  throe  years,  places  responsibility  for 
diphtheria  immunisation  upon  the  County  Council  but  this 
Council  has  agreed  to  accept  delegated  powers  and  I have 
therefore  remained  responsible  for  this  work  on  behalf  of  the 
County  Medical  Officer.

Suimary  of  details  in  accordance  v/ith  Ministry  of 
Health  Memo  188/Med  19^9?  Appendix  D (ii). 

Although  the  outbreak  was  mainly  confined  to  the 
Urban  District j associated  cases  also  occurred  in  two 
adjoining  Districts,  viz.  Easthampstead  Rural  District  and 
Hartley  VJintney  Rural  District,  Investigations  were  carried 
out  in  the  latter  two  areas  in  order  to  ensure  continuity  of 
enquiry.  The  co-operation  of  the  concorned  authorities  in 
this  natter  is  acknowledged.

CLIJIICAL  FEATURES . 


Average  interval  betv/een  ingestion  and  onset?  18-48  hours. 
Main  symptoms?  Severe  diarrhoea,  abdominal  pain, 
headache  and  vomiting;  temperature  99°  “ 102'^, 

Severe  prostration  occurred  in  many  cases.  Duration  and 
severity  of  illness  shovred  marj^ed  variation  - milder 
cases  recovering  within  38  hours  and  severe  cases  lasting 
several  weeks  before  full  recovery. 


4 . LABORATORY  INVESTIGATIONS . 

Laboratory  investigations  were  carried  out  in  conjunction  with 
the  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service,  Reading,  and  the  va.lued 
co-operation  of  Dr,  VJood  in  this  connection  is  acknowledged. 
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CASES 5=  All  notified  cases,  together  vrith  those  ascertained 
by  enquiry,  were  asked  to  submit  specimens  of  faeces  for 
examination.  The  patients'  private  practitioners  were 
notified  of  results  of  such  examinations.  In  instcinces  where 
Salmonella  typhi=murium  was  cultured  repeat  specimens  were 
submitted  after  further  treatment  until  negative  results  vjero 
obtained^  in  all  cases  where  particular  risk  of  spread  of 
infection  existed,  throe  consecutive  negative  results  were  ■ 
obtained.  Salmonella  typhi=murium  v/as  isolated  in  kO  persons 
in  addition  to  the  food  handlers  referred  to  below.  One  case 
remained  positive  consistently  over  a period  of  two  months 
despite  .medical  treatment. 

FOOD  HihkDLBRS;^ 


The  total  staff  of  the  bakery  concerned  consisted  of 
k male  bakehouse  staff  end  k female  shop  workers. 

Immediate  enquiries  carried  out  in  connection  vrith 
reported  cases  indicated  that  the  cause  of  infection 
emanated  from  this  Bakery^  the  v^rhole  staff  was  accordingly 
asked  to  submit  specimens  of  faeces. 

In  seven  cases  typhi=murium  vras  isolated  and  the 
eiiiployees  concerned  vrere  excluded  from  employment  until 
further  notice.  (At  this  stage,  cream  cakes  from  the  Bakery 
had  also  revealed  typhi-murium  infection) , The  employees 
vrere  excluded  on  2kth  and  25th  July  as  bacteriological 
evidence  became  available  and  vrere  permitted  to  return  after 
three  consecutive  negative  specimens  of  faeces  had  been ' 
obtained.  Three  returned  on  August  Ipth,  one  on  August  21st 
and  three  on  August  26th..  Further  specimens  vrere  taken 
after  return  to  vrork  and,  as  a result,  tvro  bakers  were 
suspended  for  the  second  time  on  September  Ifth  and  returned 
on  September  28th.  (See  Remarks  •=•  para  8 (i)) 

In  addition,  the  complete  staff  of  a second  bakehouse 
in  the  District  vras  examined  as  cakes  from  this  source  v\rerc 
initially  also  suspect,  (It  vras  later  found  that  cakes 
from  the  established  source  of  infection  had  been  mixed  in 
one  bag  vrith  those  from  the  second  firm  and  submitted 
privately  for  examination;  no  bacteriological  or  other 
evidence  subsequently  associated  this  latter  firm  vrith  the 
outbreak) .

7.  PROBABLE  ORIGIN  OF  INFECTION. 

One  member  of  the  bakehouse  staff  admitted  at  the  outset 
to  ha.ving  suffered  typical  symptoms  a week  previously.  The 
remaining  six,  at  first,  did  not  report  any  similar  symptoms  but 
detailed  questionning  subsequently  revealed  that  an  additional 
three  had  suffered  some  degree  of  intestinal  disturbance.  The 
original  source  of  infection  could  not,  therefore,  be  adduced  to 
one  individual. 


8.  RBI':  ARKS . 

(i)  It  was  appreciated  at  the  time  of  exclusion  of  the  carriers 
that  the  Council  had  no  statutory  power  and  the  desired  result 
was  achieved  only  by  co-operation  of  the  Managing  Director  of  the 
firm  and  the  employees  concerned.  Rad  this  not  been  forthcoming, 
presumably  the  onlj’-  other  action  which  could  have  been  take  •. 
would  have  been  in  accordance  with  Section  18  of  the  Food  and 
Drugs  Vlct,  1938.  The  Council  has  since  considered  this  matter  in 
detail  and  has  decided  to  make  representations  to  the  Minister 

of  Health,  the  local  M.P.,  and  the  Urban  District  Councils 
Association  as  to  the  lack  of  adequate  legal  powers, 

(ii)  In  addicion  to  the  Bakery  Staff,  the  number  of  confirmed 
cases  included  the  following,:- 

(a)  Kitchen  staff  of  a cafe, 

(b)  Family  of  a hotel  proprietor. 

(c)  Family  of  public  house  licensee  engaged  in 

serving  sandwiches  etc..

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The  potential  risk  of  spread  of  secondary  cases  was 
therefore  apparent  and  was  emphasised  to  all  concerned. 

No  secondary  cases  were  reported  from  these  sources. 

(iii)  Of  the  103  cases  shown  in  para  2,  60  were  positively 
associated  with  the  main  outbreak.  The  remainder"  experienced 
similar  symptoms  but  no  evidence  was  found  to  establish  the 
cause. 

It  will  be  noted  from  para  that  the  possibility  of 
rat-borne  infection  was  investigated.  The  bakehouse  and 
adjoining  properties  were  at  the  time  under  treatment  for 
rat  infestation  and  it  is  not  intended  to  imply  that 
particular  grounds  existed  for  exploring  this  possibility^ 
except  as  a routine'  precaution.

REPORT  OF  THE  CHIEF  SANITARY  INSPECTOR  FOR  THE 

YEAR  1950.

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  submitting  the  following  report 
relating  to  the  work  of  the  Department  carried  out  during  the 
year . 


SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 


Water  is  supplied  for  the  whole  of  the  Urban  District 
by  the  Mid-Wessex  Water  Company. 


The  supply  is  obtained  from  the  Company’s  deep  wells 
in  the  Chalk  at  Greywell,  near  Odiham,  and  at  Itchell,  near 
Crondall,  together  with  the  pumping  stations  at  Frimley  and 
the  station  at  Beenham's  Heath,  near  Wokingham, 

Treatment . 

The  Frimley  water  has  a total  hardness  of  5*5  grains 
per  gallon,  and  is  subject  to  treatment  by  aeration,  sand 
filtration  and  chlorination  before  being  pumped  into  supply. 
The  Company  are  required  by  statute  to  reduce  the  hardness  of 
water  supplied  to  a limit  of  12  grains  per  gallon,  and  in 
view  of  this  condition  the  supplies  of  water  from  Itchell, 
Greywell  and  Beenham’s  Heath  which  have  a total  hardness  of 
19.5  grains  per  gallon,  are  subjected  to  treatment  by  lime 
process  in  addition  to  filtration  and  chlorination. 


All  sources  are  practically  sterile  in  the  raw  state 
before  treatment,  but  a precautionary  dose  of  chlorine  is 
introduced  into  the  normal  process  of  treatment  in  conformity 
with  modern  waterworks  practice.  The  Company  has  it  own 
resident  Chemists  and  Bacteriologists. 
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Samples  of  water  from  the  mains  in  the  District  have 
shown  a consistently  high  standard  of  organic  and 
bacteriological  purity. 

(I  have  pleasure  in  acknowledging  the  information 
relating  to  the  supply  and  treatment  of  water  by  the  Chief 
Engineer  of  the  Mid-Wessex  V/ater  Company) . 


PUBLIC  CLEANSING  MD  SALVAGE. 


The  regular  collection  of  refuse  and  salvage  has  been 
maintained,  although  the  continued  shortage  of  suitable  labour 
has  prejudiced  improvement  in  the  frequency  of  collection. 

The  normal  growth  of  the  district  accentuated  by  further 
development  of  this  Council ’ s housing  estates  places  a 
correspondingly  increasing  demand  on  the  service. 


Refuse  disposal  continues  to  be  carried  out  at  the 
controlled  tip  where  facilities'  for  disposal  exist  for  a 
number  of  years. 


The  collection  of  waste  paper  and  other  salvable 
materials  has  continued  to  provide  a useful  income,  and  in 
comparison  with  previous  years  is  the  highest  yield  produced 
from  the  district.

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INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 

MILK  SUPPLY. 

The  production  of  nilk  at  dairy  farns  is  now  under 
the  supervision  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries. 
There  are  still  16  producers  of  milk  in  the  District  but  the 
majority  of  milk  consumed  in  the  area  is  provided  by 
Wholesalers  outside  the  administrative  area.  There  has  been 
an  increase  in  the  supply  and  demand  for  designated  milk  - 
the  supply  of  raw  milk  now  being  strictly  limited. 

The  supply  of  all  milk  to  schools  is  designated.

Raw  Milk. 

kO  samples  of  ordinary  milk  were  submitted  for 
bacteriological  examination,  of  these  30  were  satisfactory. 

Pasteurised  Milk. 

7h  samples  of  Pasteurised  Milk  were  submitted  to  the 
Phosphatase  Test,  65  of  these  were  found  to  be  satisfactory 
and  nine,  failed  to  pass  the  prescribed  test. 

Tuberculin  Tested  Milk. 


2.  samples  of  Tuberculin  Tested  Milk  were  submitted 
for*  Bacteriological  examination  and  were  satisfactory. 
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During  the  year  17  sanples  of  nilk  were  submitted 
to  a biological  examination  for  the  detection  of  the 
presence  of  tubercle  bacilli 5 in  I6  cases  a negative 
result  was  obtained. 


A positive  report  indicating  the  presence  of 
Tubercle  Bacilli  after  biological  examination  was  received 
in  respect  of  one  retailer's  supply. 

Immediate  arrangements  were  made  for  this  supply  of 
milk  to  be  pasteurised  - (this  designated  milk  was 
available  for  all  consumers  concerned 'within  12  hours)  - 
the  closest  co-operation  was  afforded  by  the  Ministry  of 
Agriculture  and  Fisheries  and  the  Milk  Marketing  Board  and 
their  ready  co-operation  is  gratefully  acknowledged. 


Further  investigation  in  association  with  the 
Veterinary  Department  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and 
Fisheries  involved  the  checking  of  milh  supplies  from 
three  farms  which  led  to  the  isolation  of  the  infected  cow 
at  one  of  the  farms,  and  its  subsequent  slaughter  under 
the  provisions  of  the  Tuberculosis  Order,  1938,  Subsequent 
samples  of  milk-  from  the  herd  v;ere  certified  to  be 
non- tuberculous , 


Cleansing  and  Sterilising 


'Improvements  have  been  carried  out  at  one  dairy 
premised  in  the  district,  including  the  provision  of  new 
impervious  walls  and  flooring,  and  enlargement  of 
refrigeration  stores. 


Five  milk  bottles  have  been  submitted- for 
bacteriological  examination  and  found'  to  be  satisfactorily 
cleansed.

All  food  premises , including  butchers  shops, 
provision  stores,  bakehouses,  restaurants  etc.,  are  under 
constant  supervision. 

Improvements  continue  to  be  made  in  the  standard  of 
food  hygiene  throughout  the  district,  and 'the  advice  of  the 
department  is  constantly  sought  - where  improvement  or 
alteration  to  the  premises  involve  the  issue  of  a licence  - 
appropriate  representation  is  made  to  the  Ministry  concerned. 

In  association  with  traders,  experiments  have  been 
carried  out  during  the  year  with  the  use  of  proprietory 
brands  of  detergents  which  have  shown  satisfactory  and 
encouraging  results. 

There  are  no  Government  Slaughterhouses  in  the 
district  although  arrangements  were  made  at  the  request  of 
the  Ministry  of  Food  for  one  slaughterhouse  in  the  district 
to  be  licensed  by  the  Council  for  the  slaughter  of  pigs. 
Details  of  all  licences  authorising  the  slaughter  of  pigs 
are  notified  by  the  Ministry  for  the  information  of  the 
Department . 
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FOOD  POISONING. 

A sharp  outbreak  of  food  poisoning  occurred  during 
the  year  involving  the  departrient  (by  arrangenent  with 
the  adjoining  Authorities) in  extensive  investigation 
into  cases  occurring  in  the  neighbouring  areas  of 
Farnborough  Urban  District  Council,  Hartley  Wintney  Rural 
District  Council  and  Easthanpstead  Rural  District  Council 
al'together  involving  some  IO3  cases.  The  dep'artment  was 
'successful  in  bringing  the  outbreak  unde’r  early  control, 

A full  report  of  the  incident  is  set  out  on  pages  10  - I3.

Manufacture  and  Sale  of  Ice  Cream. 

There  are  now  50  premises  registered  in  the  district 
2 of  these  are  licensed  to  manufacture  and  48  are  licensed 
to  retail  prepacked  ice  cream.  All  premises  and  vehicles 
used  in  connection  with  this  trade  have  been  kept  under 
constant  supervision  and  a close  liaison  exists  between 
those  Local  Authorities  in  whose  area  the  manufactured 
commodity  is  produced.

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VERMIN  INFESTATION  CONTROL. 

Rodent  Destruction, 

The  provisions  of  the  Rats  and  Mice  (Destruction) 
Act,  1919  was  superseded  by  the  Pests  Act 5 19^9  which  came 
into  operation  on  31st  March,  1950.  This  ne\i  legislation 
brings  all  District  Authorities  into  line  inasmuch  as 
administration  is  the  obligation  of  each  local  authority. 

By  virtue  of  the  service  inaugurated  by  the  Council 
in  1937  no  difficulty  was  experienced  in  putting  fully  into 
operation  the  provisions  of  the  New  Act  on  the ’ appointed 
day ' . 


During  the  year  *+^9  premises  were  treated  for  rat 
and  mice  infestations  and  as  a result  of.  this  work  3? 505 
rats  were  destroyed. 

A survey  of  the  Council's  sewers  was  carried  out  in 
the  month  of  October  at  the  request  of  the  Ministry  of 
Agriculture  and  Fisheries,  During  the  test  72  manholes 
were  baited  and  "no  takes"  recorded  which  may  be  regarded 
as  a very  satisfactory  result. 

The  Chairman  of  the  Public  Health  Committee  of 
Frimley  and  Canberley  pnd  your  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector 
have  continued  to  serve  as  Chairman  and  Honorary  Secretary

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Water  courses  5 ditches  and  ponds  in  the  District, 
where  mosquitoes  arc  knov/n  to  be  breeding,  are  sprayed 
at  regular  intervals  during  the  season  as  a routine 
treatment . 


Progress  has  been  made  in  continuing  the  Survey 
of  properties  for  the  purpose  of  establishing  the  extent 
of  infestation  by  the  house  longhorn  beetle.  An  advisory 
service  is  available  free  of  charge  to  Architects,  Surveyor 
Estate  Agents,  Householders  etc.,  where  surveys  of  property 
require  this  specialised  examination  or  treatment. 

If  constant  demand  is  a criterion  of  the  value  of  a service 
of  this  character  its  continuation  is  fully  justified. 


Further  Conferences  have  been  held  during  the  year 
with  the  Ministry  of  Health,  Dr,  R.C.  Fisher,  Scientific 
Research  Laboratory,  Princes  Risborough,  and  your  Chief 
Sanitary  Inspector,  The  closest  liaison  is  maintained  with 
the  laboratory.

Thirty-eight  licences  were  issued  during  the  year, 
sanctioning  the  storage  of  petroleum  spirit  or  petroleum 
mixtures  in  the  form  of  cellulose. 


Storage  for  bulk  supplies  of  petroleum  spirit  is 
provided  in  underground  steel  tanks  varying  in  capacity 
from  250  to  2,000  gallons.  Cellulose  paint  spraying 
mixtures  are  stored  in  metal  containers  of  one  to  five 
gallon  capacity  - bulk  supplies  of  these  commodities  are 
kept  in  brick,  metal  or  other  approved  fireproof 
structures.
